Such a shot passing threagh a line of 
men, seldom strikeg more than two or 
three, With forty guns whielr Mrs 
Piekett eredits uy with, firing at.a mov- 
ing rolumn a mile away, for less than 
ten minntes, the casualties could not

The most brilliant feat of the charge 
ag described by Mra, Pickett was get: 
ting over a six-foot post and rail fence 
at the Emuicttsburg road and forming 
their lines again, OF course, such o 
fenee was an obstruvtion and the vom 
tind was now coming under fire from 
the Union skirmish ling, But it was 
not. a very wonderfal feat to march 
men up to a fence and have hem get 
Over and at one take their place in 
line. ‘They probably lost a few men, 
Killed and wounted there that they 
would not bave done if there had been 
no feneg, but battle flelds are nat usn- 
aly graded and cloared beforehand, 

From this point, their losses began 
ty inerense. ‘The skirmish Hine rose in 
their. front and gave them u few vol 
lays as they retired.
